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FRENCH INTREPIDHY. 

PARIS, juty 19. The Corfair 
La Prodige, which fet fail from the 
road of Dunkirk under the com- 
mand ot Capt. Wandezande, met 
on the 28th of June, nine Englifh 
serchant fhips, which were arm- 
ed, and compofed a formidable 
fquadron. The corfair la Prodige, 
alter two terrible engagements, 
took 6 of the Englith vefiels, four 
of which have already entered the 
Texel. Never did a privateer merit 
better itspame. The French Cap- 
tain, and ell his crew, atchieved 
prodigies of valor ; and if they had 
had a fufficient numberof hands, 
Wou'd have boarded all the ene- 
my’s veflels. A fergeant fell by 
the fide of Wandezande, being 
wounded by a fhot: they withed 
to give him fome immediate affitt- 
ance—‘* Ne! Na/ faid he, ** Tate 
care of my wounded Comrases, whe 
probably will recover ; it ts to 
lofe momenis fe precious to them, in 
d:effiag my wounds.” A few min- 
utes atterwards he expired. The 
Prodige is arrived at Duokitk,with 
64 prifonets, amopgit whom are 
the Captains of the fix veflelstak - 
en or burnt. Five days before 
this engagement, the privateer 
had taken and burnt an, Englith 
brig in ballaft, going from Ham- 
burgh to H ulm.
